Prophetic Hadith, a name given to the reports about the sayings, actions and tacit approvals of the Prophet 

(sws) transmitted through individual to individual (akhbar-i ahad) do not add to the beliefs and practices in t 
religion. It does not mean that they do not discuss the contents of the religion at all. However, their purely 
religious content explains and clarifies the religion housed in the Qur'an and the Sunnah. They can also carr 
the paradigmatic example set by the Prophet (sws) in the performance of the religious practices and in earn 
out the divine commands. The Hadith plays no role beyond this. Thus a report bearing religious knowledge 
ways other than this cannot be a valid Hadith. Nor can such a report incorporated into the religion and 
accepted as its part merely because it has been attributed to the Prophet (sws).

The word H adTth is often understood to be a synonym for the word Sunnah. This is not correct. There is a 
great difference between the two not only regarding the extent of their authenticity, but also their content. A 
narrative of the words, deeds or tacit approvals of the Prophet (sws) Is called H adTth. It does not add anything 
to the content of Islam stated in the Qur'an and Sunnah. the two original sources of Islam. Ah adith (plural of 
H adTth) only explain and elucidate what is contained In these two sources and also describe the exemplary 
way in which the Prophet (sws) followed Islam. The scholars of H adTth say that a H adTth may be true or it 
may be false. For this very reason. Ah adTth are also called dhannT (presumptive or indefinite). On the other

(16:123) The following three aspects further bring out the difference between 
H adith and Sunnah. Firstly, while Ah adTth can be inauthentic or spurious, the Sunnah cannot be so. The 
Sunnah ts in fact as authentic as the Qur'an. This Is because of the difference in the nature of transmission. 

Ah adith have been transmitted by a few Individuals and therefore become dependent on their character, 
memory and Intellect -^l^^hlcl^ai^alte^ver^Oh^>ersornr^uestlor^^er^lou^ On the other hand, 
the Sunnah has been transmitted by whole generations to the next. Such is the vast number of people who 
have adhered to certain practices that there Is no possibility of any error. The memory. Intellect and character 
of a few persons can falter but when thousands of people deliver the same thing, any faulty transmission Is 
ruled out. Furthermore, not only have a large number of people transmitted these practices, but also there is a 
consensus in the ummah regarding the authenticity of these practices. In other words, even people who do not 
adhere to these practices also vouch for their veracity. Secondly, Sunnah is purely related to the practical

Al-Bukhaari (2222) and Muslim (155) narrated that Abu Hurayrah 
(may Allaah be pleased with him) said: The Messenger of Allaah 
(peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him) said: “By the One in 
Whose hand is my soul, soon the son of Maryam will descend among 
you [according to another report: the Hour will not begin until the 
son of Maryam descends among you] as a just judge. He will break 
the cross, kill the pigs and abolish the jizyah, and money will 
become abundant until no one will accept it.” 

“Soon” means it will inevitably happen quickly. 

“will descend among you” means among this ummah. 

“A just judge” means that he will come down and rule according to 
this sharee’ah (divine law), and that this sharee’ah will remain and 
not be abrogated, rather ‘Eesa will be one of the rulers of this 
ummah. 

“He will break the cross and kill the pigs” means he will declare as 
false the religion of the Christians by breaking the cross in a real 
sense and proving false the Christians’ claims and veneration of the 
cross.

The correct view concerning this is that he will not accept it, and he 
will not accept anything from the kaafirs disbelievers but Islam.

This is 
the view of Imam Abu Sulaymaan al-Khattaabi and other scholars
